If well on every Subje&, Whence ayes the 
ſame Author, ic was Proverbiall, Gorgias his E- 
loquence, 
i Celiws Rhodiginus informs us, that his Ocato- 
was had in ſo great efteem amongſt the A4- 
thenians , that they would call thoſe dayes 
wherein he was to plead, 6opros, and his Ora- 
tions Azpc2u/&5 He gained ſo much Wealth by 
bisRhecorick, thac of all the Orators which e- 
ver were, he was che firſt that placed a Sracue 
of beaten Gold within the Temple of polo

Emoſthenes a Citizen of Athene, and the 
Son of a Cutler, who, although he was 
left by his Father ſomewhat wealthy, yer be- 
ing cheated chrough the diſhoneſty of his Guar- 
dians, be became ſo poor, that be. had not 
wherewithall to fatisfie his Schoolmaſfters : 
however at length by his great Indaſtry and 
paines, he attained to ſuch a perfeQion in Q- 
ratory, that he became the one]y Maintainer of 
the Liberties of Greece, making King Philip 0= 
dious by his Orations, for his endeavouring 
'L the infringement of them.

Cicero doth very bighly extoll him, Ai- 
bil i[o oratore erbitror cogitari poſſe divinius, Indeed 
he was the firſt of Orators, that was ſaid to 


, ſpeak Divinely, becauſe what he dc livered was 


without premedication', as though be had 


been Inſpired by ſome heavenly Deity. 


Wherefore Philoſtratus ſaith of him, that his 


Eloquence was ſuch, tht none could imirare 


It; and hence it was, that his very Enemy De- 
moſthenes (as it is in Veſiw) would flile 
bim, «e2aAparomerey, 

Agellins calleth bim, eAcerrimum prudentiſſi- 
mumgqne oratorum, qui apud conciones Athenienſtum 
fornerunt. The muſt ſharp and prudent of the 


{. Orators, which flouriſhe in the Athenian Fe- 


rum . 
This man in a weighty Cauſe corrupred the 
Judges, for which Dclinquency he was caſt in- 
to Priſon, where by a Draught of Poyſon he 
made himſelf -away ; he was by the way of 
jeer called by Demoſtenes, Yegpwuarwoour, A Cor 
rupter 6f Letters. Dion? ſius makes mention of

Tia the Son of Cephbalw,the Syracuſane, was 
Wien of the ten Ocacors born ac Athens, whi- 
ther his Father had been tranſported, ftiled by 
Marcw Cicero, V enuſtiſſimw ſeriptor, ac politiſſim, 
A moſt gracious and:polite writer, of whom in 
his Brut alſo, he gives a moſt glorious Cha- 
raer, preferring none before him, but that 
ſame Paragon of Greece, Demoſthenes. 

Neither is Dyoziſius any way behind that O- 
rator in commending him, who faith this to 
his immortall praiſe, that he obſcured the glo 
ry of all thoſe Ofators, which either were be 
fore him, or Contemporary with him ; ſo that 
thereupon, he ſtiles himthe very Rule, or Ar- 
chetype ofthe Athenian Language then uſed. 

When he was a Boy, he went to the Colony 
of Thuſtos, where he continued, untill he was 
ſeven and forty years of age : and then returned 
a moſt excellent Orator. | 

Duintilian ſpeaks thus of him, Lyfias ſubtilis 
atque elegans, & quo nihil, ſt oratori [atis ſit docere, 
queras perſeiins ; nibil enim eſt inane, nihil arcesft: 
tum, purotemen fonti, quam magne flumini propior :

Demades whom Suidas flileth wwv3g/© , 
ws , Crafty and fortunate, of a Mari- 
ner, and Porter, became an Orator of Athens, 
he lived about che times of Philip, and Alexar- 
der, Kings of Macedon ; he writ, ſayes Suidas, 
among ages dAvpmads F- $0078 dud\rgtrias: 
which Olympias was the Wite of Philip, and Mo- 
ther of great Alexander. | 
He waxed exceeding rich, and Potent, and 
deſired nothing more then the favour of the 
Macedenians , and eſpecially of Antipater : He 
was much 2ddiQed ro Luxury, ſo that he con- 
ſumed moſt of his Wealth upon bis Belly ; 


whence it was Antipaters ſcuff, Nihil ei, ficuti & 
cafir viGimis, preter linguam, & ventrem ſupereſſe. 
That there was nought more remaining to 
him, then what was wont to the Sacrifices, 
even the Tongue, and the Belly.

He was an extream faQious, and ſeditious 
man, never well, but 'when he was in the fire 
of Contention, However excufing himſelf one 
day as to that' matter, he acknowledged, that 
he had oftentimes ſpoken words to his owne 
particular damage, but never any that were in- 
jurious tothe Common.wealth. Suidas ſayes, 
5n 1g TIAvTE mi Ngoneut, x, Tg pumemnts «ore; That 
he everted Judgments, and took away all Ora- 
tory Contentions. Hedyed under Antjpater, 


Marcus Tull. Cicero. 
Arcni Tull. Cicero whole Father was a Ro- 
man Knighe, paſſed through all the Ho- 
noursand Dignities of that excellent Repub- 
like , being one of the Conſuls, ſwhen Catiline 
broke out into Rebellion, he ſoon by bis vigi- 
Jancy and prudence quieted that Commotion, 
In his old Ape, he was firft proſcribed by Mar- 
cus Antonius, and afterwards murthered, which 
cauſed that ferious Apoſtrophe from Velius Pa- 
culus to the ſaid Antony, which I ſhall here iofere.

Arcus Seneca the Rhetorician, was theFa- 
ther of Lucizs the Philoſopher, and vul- 

garly called by the name of Declomator, al-_ 
though (as Juſtw Lipſus laich) Thoſe Decla- 
mations were not of his own Compolure, - bug 
onely were digefted, methodized, and ſet in or- 
derby him; wherein (ſaies'thatlearned Gram- 
marian, Come ao amenum ingenium fuum (atis o- 
fiendit, He ſufficiently displayed his neat and 
pleaſant wit. 

This ſame Lipfize ſaith further, That thas 
wark of his is very profitable for Eloquence, 
becauſe he brings into one body thereby (as 
It Ups ) the Members of all other Orators : 
And again, comparing him with his Son, he 
thus ſpeaketh of him; Unice me in filio ſapientia 
deleQat, in patre comitas, lepos & Facundia quedam 
fmglex : In the Son, Wiſdome is the thing thas 
onely'affets me, In the Father Comity, Plea- 
ſancneſs, and a certain naked Eloquence..

(on Gallue was excellent for Elegies, 
born thac very yeare, wherein che moſt 
learned ofthe Romans Terentiz Varro died. He 
was of mean Fortune, but by the Favour of 
Oftavianus Ceſar, he was promoted to great dig- 
nities : he governd Fpypt after that it was made 


' a Province by the Romans; being fuſpeQed 


to have been in Conſpiracy againſt Auguſtus, 
he (ſew himſelf, as Dion and Marcellinus have re- 
corded, and whereuntco alſo that 'Verſe of O- 
vids doth relate.

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He was Virgilii delitie, Virgils Darling; as 
doth appeare by the fourth Book of his Geor+ 
icks, wherein he much advanceth the worth 
ofthis Gallus : he was in love with Cytheris the 
free-woman of Volumnivs, which difdaining 
bim went after Antonize into France, whereup- 
on Virgil comforted bias, who in the tenth Ec- 
bog of bis Buzolicks, calleth chis ſame Cyberis, Ly- 
COrWw. 

- Dijon writes how that Procalcius meeting acci- 
dencally with this Poer, clapt his hands forth- 
with unta his Mouch, thereby ſignifying, that 
it was not ſafe either to ſpeak,or breath, where 
that Gallus was in preſence : ſo great indeed 
was his Inſolency. Thereare ſome Verſes im- 
puted unto hin, which are noe after bis ftcain, 
being neither ſuitable to his time, nor phraſe ; 
bur chey are preſumed to be the invention of 
one Maximianw, a meer Juggler. Sodear was 
this Poet to Virgil, thathis fourth Book of Geor- 
gicks, from the midſt thereof, unto the end, 
only comprehendeth his praiſes. Diomedes (pear 
king De elegia, joyns this Gellus. with Tibullus, 
and Propertizs, Quintilian mencioning him, calls 
him Pectom duriorem, A harder Poet.

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Ouintus Horatius Flaccus. 


: QoS Horatius Flaccus of Venuſtum a Towne 
_. in Apulia, lived in the Reign of Ceſer Aus 
exſtus, with whom he was in high eſteem, and 
great credit, as alſo with his Patron Mecenas. 
He was born two years before the Conſpiracy 
of Lucius Catiline. His Father was a Libertine, 
and Colle&or of the publick Loanes and Tax- 
es : his Maſter was Orbilins of Beneventwm, whom 
he tiles in his Poems, Plagoſum, he went to A- 
thens, and there ſtudied Philoſophy, chiefly ap- 
proving of the Epicureans, as appears by that 
Urbane Speech of his.

He was much prone to Cholar, however yery 
pleaſing, gratefull, and officious to his friends: 
among the Poets he was very intimate with 
+ Tibullus,  Quintilius, Varrus, V algius, and Virgil : 
among the Nobles with Fulius Flerus, Maximus 
 Lollivs, and Mecenus, with whom he lived fa. 
miliarly ſeven years, and upwards, as is mani- 
felt by theſe following Verſes.

However Mecenas reftored him to his Princes 
Favor,and therby,to all his priſtine Diznities. 

As touching the babic and proportion of 
this Poets Body, he was (hort and fat . whence 
he was called by Ceſar, Homuncio, a man of low 
flature, or Dwarf, he names himſelf Latinum fi- 
dicinem, The Latine Harper : In his Epods, he 
hath exprefſed himſelf an Imitator of the Tou- 
rage, Numbers, and great Spirit of Archilschus ; 
he was excellent at wricing of Jambicks. 

Heinfius ſaith, that he performs much more, 
then ke promiſeth, for when we come unto him 
as to a Poet, we carry away upon our returne 
ſuch Fruit, as ſpeak him a Philoſopber. He is 
Optimws vivendi autor, One that teacheth all char 
read him to live well : Though he be Urbanw, 
Jocund , yet, which may feem ſtrange, he is 
alſo gracious, ſerious, and grave. 

I will but recite that Chare&er, the eminent * 
Orator \©iintiltan is pleaſed to beftow upon 
him, and ſo proceed co the next. Lyricorum 
H>ratius fere ſolu legi dignus, nam & inſurgit ali- 
quando, & plenus eft jucunditatis, & gratis variis fi- 
guris, & verbs feliciſſime audax. Horace of all the 
Lyrick Poets is almoſt only worthy to be read, 
for he ſwelleth ſometimes, and is fall of (weet- 
neſs and grace, being moſt happily bold'witch 
variety of Figures, and expreſlions. He 
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He is very pleaſanc in his taxing of the Vices 
of the'cimes, whence is that of Perſiue,

He died inthe 57 of his age,cthough ſome others 
will have him to have reached 70.

Ublius Ovidius Naſo of Sulmone, was born the 
Pace day with Albius Tibul[us,thatexcellens 
Elegiographer , as ſome have teſtified : in his 
Childhood he was much addifed to Poerry, 
which his Father wiſht him to decline, 'and to 
berake himſelf co the ftady of Oratory,that be- 
ing the right way to get wealth: for which end, 
he was inflruQed in Rhetorick by Arellixs Fuſ- 
cas, and Porcius Latro, wherein he made no mean 
progreſs in very ſhort time, as eLrmeus Senece 
Hatch declared. However at lengeh he returned 
to his old ſtudy, whence he knew he. mighe at- 
tain fingular fame and reft : He had no leſs then 
three Wives, the two firſt he put away, theone 
for naughtineſs, the other ſor other cauſes, but 
the third, which was his Perils, he adhered 
to, and dearly loved, whom he inftraFedin the 
Art of Poetry. He was intimate. with; many | 
great Ones eminent both for Learning & Births 
by name Albius Tibullus, Corn, Severgs,. Sabinus, 
Sext. Pompeius, Grecinus, Flactus, MeſSala, Macer, 
Maximus, and many more ; with theſe, he con- 
verſed moft familiarlv.Sucton ſaith, that he was 
greatly beloved of 7ulius Higinus, Auguſtus his 
Freeman,one that was eminent both tor Wie, 
arid Literacure. m0 
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' He wroce tundry Poems ; In bis Metamorpho- 
fie, be imicated Parthenius the Chian Poet, who 
_ Greek upon che ſame Arguments and 
Sabje&t, This Pocm of Ovids was ſo admired 
by the Grecian Wits, thac cbey tranſlated it In- 
co their Mother Tongue. In bis Elegies he way 
too laſcivious, but for his heroick Epiſtles, the 
Criticks noce, thatchey are fraught with ,cx- 
cellent Elegancy, and Artifice.

rift, and flouriſhed in the Reign of Nero, 
in his 'youth he fiodied Oratory, ' and was ac- 
counted no meap Declamator, as may: be ga- 
thered tem ſome words of Anuew Seneca .con- 
cerning him. Ovid reckons this Pedo amopgt 
thoſe Poets, that were notable that wey. in bis 
time, and Martial relates himto be one of «he 
Authors, he imitated'in his witty kind 'of Po- 
erry.

Indeed, bis Wit was Elepant, and {[rbanes 
and far higdexterity in compoſing of bappy 
Epigrams, he was had in great account. Owin- 
tilian fliles him, Sublimen, & Altilequum poetam. 
A ſublime, and lofty Poet. Ovid, fpderewn , 
ſtarry ; and Seneca, Febulatorem elegantifſimum, A 
moft elegant Fabulator. Nox indignum copuitio- 
ne fi vacet, Caſpar Barthiur likens him to the 
Poet Naſo.

Sublimity in the compoſure 
of his Poems, that he was ftiled by all thas 
read him, The Tragick Pindar. . 
Pliny wrote two Books of the Life and Man-

ln the framing of his Epigrams he ;mitated,

with this, That he did bat chat, which others 
had done before them, meaning thoſe, to whoſe 
pattern he had conformed : He hi ighly regar- 
ded Licinius Calvus, and Catullas, orchele Abili- 
ties in his way of paetry. 

Caſpar Barthins tells us, that he-was called 
Cocus, becauſe moſt of his Epigrams are conver- 
{anc abouc Mear, Drink, Cloathing, good Fel- 
lowſhip, and ſuch like, And Dempſter gives 
him this Encomium..

He was excellently well skild both in the 
Greek and Latine Tongues, wherefore he ex- 
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| Prefſed the Greek Epigrams in moſt elegant - 


and ſweec Latine: amongſt his ſpeciall good 
Friends, he chiefly placed Tetradius Gallus, Pau- 
linu the Poer, and Heſperius : neicher was there 
leſs familiarity berwixe him, and Synmachus ; 
who in his Epiſtles delivers his Judgmenc of 
this Authors Poems. Oratio atticis ſalibus af- 
perſe , & thymo agdorata: Bartbins would have 
us believe, that what we read in Auſonive, we 
may finde both in Luciliss , and Ennize, of 
whoſe Compoſures he was a great Admi- 
rer, and Peruſer.” 

His Writings expreſs him to have been a 
Chriftian ; of his death we have nothing that 
Iscertain, ſome report, that he lived co the 
Age of ninety, but they miſtake him for Julius 
his Father, who dicd very aged. 
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Ppianus a Poet of Cilicia, and of the Ci. 
'0% Anazarba, wrote five Books of Fiſher, 
- which he called Halieutica,. and foure of Venes 
tion, wherein be hath ſhewno both Elegancy of 
expreſſion, and inoffenſiveneſs, or chaſtity of 
Verſe : what he wrote of the Nature, and Ge- 
niusof living Creatures, he dedicatedto Anto- 
ninus Baſſianus Caracalla, with which Preſent the 
Emperor being highly pleaſed, wiſhe bim in a 
way of recompenſe, to ask any thing, that he 
could like at his royall hands : The Poet 
fo:thwith begged his Fathers return from ba- 
niſbment, which requeſt of his was with: much 
good will and approbation granted ; and be- 
ſides, or over and above, the Emperor gave 
him for every Verſe, Aureumn flater:m, whence, 
from that time forward, hi: Ver{es were cal- 
led Aurea carmina, Golden Verſes, | 
Zulius Scaliger thus writeth of him : 

Muſaram alumnus prucentiſſimws, poeta candidiſ- 
ſimu, atque magniloquentiſimut, Cui Grecorum ne- 
minem auſis comparare, Cujus unius ſpiritu Virgiliana 
divinitas repreſentata. 

The moft prudent Stholar of the Muſes, a 
Poet moft candid,and magniloquent, ro whom

Po- 
ets : as alſo, Obeuntis jam eloquentie ſupremus F ul- 
gor. Thelaſt Lighcning of fading Eloquence.

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Cains Sollius Sidonins Apollmaris. 


Aius Sollius Sidonius eApollinaris was a 
\_J French-man, borne of honeft Parents, and 
ofan Iiluſtcious Family-: he was inftruQed in 
Grammaticall Learning by Flavins Nicetius an 
excellent Retoriclan, and by his induftry and 
diligence he out-ſript in Erudition all thae 
were his Equals. He wrote many things both 
in Proſe, and Verſe, particularly nine Books 
of Epiſtles, wherein he imitated Plinins Secun- 
dus, as he himſelfe hath declared, in which 
Work of his, there is more of Wit, then of ſo- 
lid Jadgmenc; ſo that his praiſe ſprings ra. 
ther from his Boems, then his Profe, wherein 
he hath ſhewn much Ingenuity , and as much

He had the Name of Meideſtus for his good 
and»modeſt carriage, and next anto Claudian 
he was accounted the beſt of the Poets. Petrarck 
ſpeaketh chus of him, Sidonii tarditatem admira- 
ri vix ſufficie, Iam ſcarceable enough to admire 
_ the ſlowneſs of Sidonius. 

. Cauſſinus riſeth higher in his praiſes : In Si- 
donio Ingeny, ut apperet ingenii vigor magis 0b mul= 
24s virtutes admirendus, quod premortua facundia Ro- 
mand hes ſcripſerit, quam ob temporis vitia accuſan- 
dus videatur, There appears in Sidonius great 


. vigour of Wit, who is rather to be admired oo 
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his many Vertues, that he wrote thoſe things, 
when the Roman Eloquence failed, then to be 
accuſed for the Vices ot the times. 

Dempſter ſaith, that he ſhews himifelf bothin 
his Epittles, and Poems, Supra modum literathm, 
Tranſcendently learned : no wonder then, it 
ie be ſaid of bis Work; © "el 

Apollinare opus Mufisr, & Apolline dignum. 
He was one of the principall Senators in Gallia, 
and therefore called by one, Ommium preſulum 
ſcholaſtiſimas, the moft Scholiafticall of all the 
Prelates.. Gregorius Turonenfss affirmeth, that 
he married the Daughter of the Emperor Avi-

Pontius Paulinus. 


Ontius Paulinus was of Burdeaux in France, 
and nobly deſcended, he flouciſhed when 
Gratian was Emperour : ſome thought him to 
have been the Nephew of Auſoxins, becauſe 
that Poet Complemented him with che Name 
of Son;. he wrote a Poem in Hexameters, of 
thoſe Kings colleQed jby Syetonius, whence he 
is commended for that Work by Auſonius in 
theſe words: 7 
Collegiſti in Epitomen tres tbros Saetonii de regi- 
bus tanta elegantia, ſolus ut videare conſecutus, quod 
contra rerum naturamn eſt, brevit as ut obſcura non eſſet. 
Thou haſt Epicomized Suctonius his chree

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Books ot Kings to elegancly, chat thou ſremeft 
alone. to have obtained, what is contrary to 
the nature of things, that brevity might not 
be obſcure, 

Scaliger dignifies him with this Title, 4qui- 
tanorum procerum princeps, The chief of the eFqui- 
tan Nobles, | Another witha better Charatter, 
Vir vite, atque-ſcriptis, ut veteres loquebantur, vere 
Apoſtelicus. A man for Life, and Writings, as 
the Ancients were wont to ſay, truly Apofto- 
licall. So: Barthius. 

And the ſame Critick- ſpeaketh further of 
him, to his greatcredit : Chriſtianorum literis po- 
eticis clarorum neminem Paullino preponere Poſſis. 
You cannot prefer any of the famous Chriftian, 
Poers before tbis Paulinus. Et paulopeſt, ir fol + 
loweth, 2ued ſt ipſos Dei precones Apoſtolos lati- 
ns numeris laudes doini pangote voluiſſe diceres, ta- 
' libusutique uſuros fuiſSe confiterers, That if you 
ſhould ſay that thoſe Preachers of God the A- 
poſiles, would fer forth the praiſes of the Lord 
in Latine Verſes, you would acknowledge, 
that they would uſe ſuch as theſe. There was 
another Paulinus beſides this, and a Poet alſo, 
whom fome confound with this Author which 
hath been treated of, but they dificr each from 
the other, both jn 'profeſſion' of life, and ele-. 
gancy of Verſe. | 
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Dracontius« 


Racontius a Spaniard, Jived in the time 
Des the Emperor Juſtinianus, being a Poet 
more commendable for his Sence, and Learn- 
ing then for his Eloquence; He compoſed an 
Hexameron of the Creation of the World in he- 
roick Verſe, ſetforth at Baſil, together with 
the Works ofthe old Chriſtian Poets. 

Barthius faith, That he ſpeaks of matters ſo 
darkly, that be is thought ſcarcely to have 
underſtood himſelf. He is likened to Pruden- 
tius. '_ Conſimiliter ut in Prudentio, ſig. in es elegar- 
tiarum floſculi, eeu pwpure quedam mſite interlucent, 
ac ſcintilant. In like: manner as -in Prudentins, 
ſoalſo in bim there do ſhine and ſparkle Flow- 
ers of Elegancies, like certain inwoven Purplee,
